SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled 191 Edition 383 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is a 66 page Thai publication and is in the Thai language. It is made of 
black and white and colour newsprint, with a colour glossy cover. The contents 
include articles about murder victims, accompanied by photographs, including 
dismembered and disemboweled bodies; fictional stories; entertainment reviews; 
horoscopes; and gossip pages. 

The magazine is classified objectionable because it tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of a young person for sexual purposes (s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act)). A story entitled Lusf describes a 40 
year old male exploiting the youth, sexual inexperience, and naivete of a 16 year old 
female to engage in a sexual relationship with her. The male, referred to as the 
female’s uncle, gains the trust and confidence of the female through his role as her 
guardian. The story is accompanied by photographs of a semi-naked young female in 
sexually provocative poses. 

Section 3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision that cannot be given a 
meaning that is consistent with, and overrides, the rights and freedoms outlined in the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
